CIVIL SERVICE. 

Mra. SCHURZ, from the joint committe 
on retrenchment, reported with ameudment 
a ball introduced by himself last December, to 
reform the civil service. 

It provides for appointment by the Presi- 
dent, with the consent of the Senate, of a 
civil service Board of Commissioners, who 
shall prescribe the qualifications req uisile for 
appolotment isto each branch aod grade of 

e civil service, and examine applicants for 
euch positions, exccpling judges and clerks 
of United States courts, members of Us inet, 
ministers to foreiga countries, and officers of 
the Senate and House of Representatives, aod 
hereafter all other appointments of civil offi- 
cers eball be made from ms who have been 
found qualified under regulations established 
by this boerd. Appoimtments by heads of 
as poem to be made in order uf seulority 

‘eerit. The board may call to its assist 
ampce such officers of the government and 
men of learning as it deems fit. Officers now 
im civil service may be required by the Presi- 
dent to submit to test of examination, and if 
not found qualified, shal! be dismissed; other 
ulse the present Officers shall hold tueir posi 
tions for hve years from date of commissions 
Officers app: futed on recommendation of the 
board are to be appomled for twelve years, 
but of the first nlue appointed, three shall gu 
out every four years. Their salaries are fixed 
at $6,000 perannum. Women te be equally 
eligibie with meu for cxamination and ap 
poiniment to all oficca they in fi qually 
well,

Crime in New York. 
[Frem the N. ¥Y Suna.) 

According to the annual report of the Board 
of Police, the whole number of arrests made 
during the last year for all manner of offenses, 
from contempt of court to murder, was 72,- 
4. Of these, 51.446 were arrests of males, 
and 21,538 of females. Men took the lead in 
every kind of crime and misdemeanor, except 
the keepin 
ping. Uniy 
bigamy, and one for contempt cf court; and 
of gambling, muiiny, perjury, usury and vio- 
lations of the election laws, women seem to 
have been innocent during the entire year 
covered by the report. But 1,161 women 


of disorderly houses and kidnap- |

felonious assault, 11 for murder, and 17,190 
for intoxication and disorderly condact. 

One of the most singular revelations made 
by the report is that wen are mostapt to com- 
nit offences against the law between the ages 
of twenty and thirty, and women from thirty 
to forty, which is wholly at variance with the 
popular notion on the subject.

ESQUIRE THOMAS SHELTON. 


Death of the Mest Remarkable Man 
of His Section. 

(From the Maysville Bulletin, Feb. 17.) 
After an ilimess of about three weeks 
E-quire Shelton died at his residemee in Ab- 
erdeev, on Tueeday night last, at the advanced 
age of ninety-four years. He was born in 
Sieflord county, Virginia, mm 1776, and in 
about 1812 emigra to this county. In 
1816 he was elected a Justice of the Peace for 
rown county, Ohio, which office be held 
without imterraption to the day of bis death. 
He was perhaps the most r le man of 
bis sectlor from the fact that he hes offi- 
ciated at solemnimt.on of more mar- 
ri than any persoa in the United States. 
it has been estimated thet he has united in 
the bonds of wedlock over four thousand 
couples, or eight thousand persons. Hun- 
dreds of young le from this State, whese 
parents were 2 ee aorta to their plans, have 
flown to the old “squire,” and found bis ser- 
vices an efficiest y their misfor- 
tunes.

Having givev 4 general ides of the 
tem, we will point out brik fly the principi 
on which it ts based—its theory—and corn 
pare it with that now in use.

Were it not 
for fine partieles which are condensed from 
vapors grising from beneath, and which cover 
the crystaline salt t© the depth of perhaps 
one-eighth of an inch, it wou make an cx 
cellent skating rink at all times of the year, 
except on the very wafrequeni Oceasions whea 
it is covered with water. The expanse of 
crystallized salt is no less than twenty miles 
in length and twelve in width, withouta break 
or flaw for the greater portion of that extent. 
The stratum of solid sait is about six or seven 
inches thick, under which comes a layer of 
sticky, singular-looking mad, about two feet 
thick, aud under this egain another stratum 
of solid salt, as transperent as glasa, of which 
the depth bas been found in some parts to be 
six feet. In summer thas salt plain, glittering 
and ec ntillating in the Mght of an almost 
tropical sup, presents a brilliant appearacce. 
Ihe frosty covering and solid salt tf as white 
as the snow, walle the crystallise portion, 
when exposed, reflects dazzling prismatic 
colors. This immense deposit ls remarkably 
pure, being ninety-five per cent. of salt and 
five percent. of soda—which is purer than 
what we commonly use for our tabies.

Death of Anson Burlingame. 

Anson Burlingame died in St. Petersburg 
yesterday morning. He was a man pos 
sessed of many peculiar characteristics; 
and the story of bis life will read very much 
like a tairy tale. A good many American 
lads bave gone round the world, but the 
career of no one of them has been quite so 
eccentric and splendid as that of this Yan- 
ko-mandarin, Born in Chenango county, 
New York, and educated at Harvard, he 
came to seek his fortunes in the West. It 
is reported that he had many adventures 
upon the berder, and;when he returned to 
Boston to settle down and practice 
law, be became a great lion, mar- 
rying a rich Cambridge girl and 
going to Congress three times in succes- 
sion. At Washington he was a famous 
swell. He did a good deal of the speak- 
ing and bullying for the Republicans at a 
time when speaking and bullying meant 
something and cost something. He was 
going to fight Keitt, of South Carolina 
and be held his own against Toombs and 
Wigtall and Pryor and all that set. When 
Lincoln became President Burlingame 
got the mission to China. He must have 
turned this to excellent account for he re- 
signed itinorder to ac ept a much more 
important mission tendered him by the Em 
peror of the country to which he had been 
accredited as an envoy. His subsequent 
history belongs to the current record ef the 
times. For three years his name has been 
familiar in every capital of the world, and 
bas stvvud everywhere as a synonymn of
